The defectiveness of ‘this 
means of discovering crime had, before Sir 
Rronarn’s, departure, emboldened ‘the cri- 
minal population; and though it happened 
that one particular occurrence, the attack on 
Mr. Tonzin, was the means ‘of bringing 
about the Public Meeting who forwarded the 
Memorial to the Colonial Office, the feeling of 
an utter want of confidoncé in the Police 
Force had existed long before that time, and 
was justified’ by aventy which camo to light 
in connection with the celebrated Sowkewan 
attack and the murder of Mr. Honwortay— 
in both which cases-the ineapability of the 
Police to trace crime was. most glaringly 
displayed. We believe that as much, if not 
more, light would be thrown upon the true 
state of the question by the publication of 
the evidence given in the. Sowkewan Com- 
mission as by any other means; and the 
present Commission ought to make-it a point 
to ask for the minutes of that enquiry, and 
make them a-eubstantive part of the evidence 
on which they will base thyir final conclusion, 
That Commission sat ab a timo. when: the 
facts were fresh, and ituwas consequently 
possible to get evidence upon them; and the 
. Minutes cannot, therefore, failto be of much’ 
more service in coming to a. proper conclu- 
sion on tho subject, than opinions which are 
given long after the event which first called 
prominent attention to the -nocewsity for 
Police reform.

powder by «wooden sabot ar wad. The inven- 
tor not only cluime for his projectile a greater 
range than that of the rockes commonly em: 
ployed, but also far. greater noouracy, and a 
¢ertain.and firm, hold wherever if may fall, 
Moreover, .it curries a doubic Jine: running 
through a pniley, 80 that as soon as the. projec- 
tile ie fixed, either on the ground or on board 
a disabled ‘ vesecl, those: who -have fired it may 
ab once haul out a rope sufliciently stout to 
make a secure communication with the shors, 
The projectile itself. pursues a perfectly ateady 
flight, 60 fhat its double line is not liable to ba 
twioted or entangled ; and there is an ingenious 
mechanism by which~tha pulley’ would clear 
itself from eoaweed or-other foreign matter by’ 
which if might by choked. [In order. to wor! 
effectively, however, the projectile must be of 
snfficient size, most be fired from an appropriate 
gun, must be furnished with two boxes of ooil- 
ed whip-line, and there muat be at band ¢ wind- 
lass for bauling in, and, an adequate supply -of

‘The legal world was-startled this week at 
announcement from the Inner Temple, ro 
ting examination from all candidates for the bar, 
and offering to provide students witli gratuitous 
education. Thay advertise for tutors, who must 
be prepared to teash at leant two hours a. day 
for foar days in the week. This means work. 
Jt ia twice sa much na “is ot! prosent required 
from two of the Readers; Sir Roundell 
Palmer expressed diatruat of the acheme, and. 
thought that unless it wore combined -with o 
wider system and independent examinations, it 
would be a rétrogrude atep. If, however, it ia 
® part tbat muy fit into a larger echeme, it will 
be extremely usefal...It will form a school for 
law-professora. The real diffiealty. that docs 
‘Dot eeem adequately understood’ by the -Asao- 
dintion ia, that there ix an absoneo of teachers 
‘no-lese~than-of-pupila—Really-conipetent pr 
fosgore cannot he made ina day. ithout the 
traditions of tenching of a law-sabool, without 
long experience in the art; eyen able and learn- 
#d mon fall much ‘short of whatis required for 
theatudent, It is ona thing to know law, and 
quite another thing to commoaicate that 
knowledye to beginners. There ara many men 
full-of Tegul knowledge, but there are few 
capable of exciting the attention and zoal of 
students. The present readers have dune their 
beat ‘under discouraging circumstances; but, 
although we cannot say. they bave had a fair 
trial, still the numbers attending the claaeca 
have been ridiovlonsly smull. We doubt whe- 
ther, if attendunco in their classes.were com- 
pulcory, it would not de felt by tha majority as 
un intolerable penance. - .-.

THE: CHESTERFIELD BARLDOM AND 
ESTATES, 


The Derby Morcury gives some curious par- 
tioulara respecting the succession to the title 
and. eatates of the late Earl of Chesterfield, 
who died from the same malady under which 
the Prince of Wales.was euffering, It says:— 
“The Inte Earl (who.ia survived by bis mother 
and ‘Evelyn Countess of Oarharvon, bis only 
sister) died unmarried. His lordship, who waa 
the seventh -Harl, wae ‘an only: avn, ‘aa was 
his father before him, and also his grandfather. 
Moreover, the fourth Barl. died -ebildless,. and 
his predecessors, the third and the second Karla 
in the line, ench died, having only ono son sur. 
viving. Consequently, it is necessary tonscend 
up to the fir arl, created oa far back nn 1628, 
to seek an heir.ta-the title. This is found in 
Mr. George Phillips Stanhope. late of the 29th 
Regiment, and it is very curious to trace the 
remoteness which, at one time, might have been 
asserted aa to his chance of ever attaining -the 
reversion. His father was the third eon of Mr, 
Ferdinand Stanhope, and Ferdinand was the 
grandson of Arthur, who waa the fourth son.of 
the first Barl So’ that, independently. of six 
Earls who. have interrened, and whose descond- 
ants might hardly have been expected to'oeptre 
in one, tho last, there were at least seven more 
individuals, who bad they left male descendants, 
would have closed the enecession to' the present 
inberitor, It is presnmed thet, with regard to 
tho estates, a auadession. so frequent!

THE LAW OF INSURANCE, 
In. the Goart of Common Pleas a case 
of marine. insurance, of considerable in- 
tereat to. shipowners and undérwriters, was 
tried, and so far disposed of, A uhip named 
the Zncerne was insured upon a time polioy. 
which expired at midnighton the 19th of March, 
1869} and a aecond policy,’ which was to take 
effect from that date, had been effected with 
another. anderwriter. On tho J6th of March 
tho Laccrne, with a-cargo of iron, left Middles- 
borongh ontward bound, and arrived off Dover 
about hbalf-past twelve on the worning of the 
18th, since which time nothing bas been 
heard of her, ‘Phe assured, to make poud 
bis case aghinst the defendant, was bound 
to -show, of course, that the vessel was lost 
within the time covered by. the policy, that is, 
before twelva o'clock at night of the 19th 
March, 1869 ; and us a vessel bad been lost on 
that'day off Ushunt, he sought to show that thie 
vessel waathe Zncerne, and claimed for total 
joss... In support.ut his theory it was sssumed 
thut the Zmcerns, on passing Dover, woold 
keep the English const a-board until sbe reach. 
ed the Isle of Wight, when she would take a 
departure and shape a course which would place 
her ten miles off Ushant on the afternoou of the 
19th. The distance from Dover to Ushant ia 
some 290 miles; aud a screw steamer wight‘ run 
that. distance in from twenty-four to thirty 
hours. It.was farther stated that’ the only 
article picked up belunying to the vessel was a 
deviation curd, which.waa found on. the 2let of 
March‘at Porsul Bay, on the “Franch Coast; 
and as Porenl is soma fifteen miles to the vast- 
ward of Ushant, it" was urged that thia was 
atrong evidenca that the steamer lost off Ushant 
waa the Lucerne, and that she waa lost befura 
tho expiration of the policy. For the defenov 
it was omtended that it was impossible, cunsi- 
dering the stite of the wind ‘and weather, and, 
indeed, according to the caloulationa of plair- 
tiff's witnesses, thatthosteemerconld bive made 
the run from Dover.to Ushant within the time 
stated, and that all the facts tended to prove 
that the vessel was-lost after midnight of the 
19th and not.before thet hour.. The Jndge, in 
summing up, directed the jary thnt, if thay 
sbonid be of opinion that the ateamer met. wit! 
the: “ fatal. blow” which catsed her. destruc:

EXCLUSION OF HEARSAY. BVIDENUR.

Sir,—The ocutious question on the law 
of evidence raised in the ‘Tiohborno case 
and very ably. commented: on in the Times, 
deserves to be remembered for its own werits, 
whother it bo or be not importint as regarda 
the isane of the trinl.
